The London Beth Din. 


In a recent issue, our contributor, * Watchman,” drew attention 
to the constitution and working of the London Beth Din, apropos of 
the impending retirement of one of the Dayanim and the oppor- 
tunity this offers for the reconstruction of this Jewish Court. While 
doing full justice to the work of the Beth Din in questions of 
religious practice, he questioned whether it possessed, or. could 
possess, the same competence in the wider matters of everyday life, 
such as come under the jurisdiction of the ordinary courts. The 
report of the annual ‘meeting of. the Jewish Conciliation Court of 
America, which has just reached us, seems to provide considerable 
support for “Watchman’s” proposals. Here is a Jewish Court 
which is not manned exclusively by eeclesiastics, as in the 
case of the London Beth Din, but which has a panel of no 
less than fifty-two judges, who include. among their number, 
rome of the outstanding leaders of New York Jewry including 
jurists and business men. Their work, we are told, is concerned. in 
the main, with cases that involye some distinctive Jewish problem, 
or affect the communal or domestic life of the Jew: and-a large 
number of disputes have been dealt with affecting congregations,

With the Refugees in Montessou. 
By LEO. LANIA. 


Always bear m mind that this generous nation has received 
you ito its country, where you hope to find anc home. Always 
show your gqratiude.’— Motto of the Montessou Institute. 


Herr Sommerfeld is a German Jew, but no one would take him 
for a Jew and still less for a German. To see him in his smock, 
with his rule in his hand or his 
axe on his shoulder, one would 
take him,-for a land worker, an 
\merican farmer. One would 
certainly not guess that this fifty- 
year-old figure, now unloading 
planks from a cart, was a few 
months ago one of the foremost 
building contractors In Germany, 
whose name was bound up with 
the post-war development of 
Berlin and known far heyoud the 
confines of the Reich. The many 
estates around Berlin, with their 
modern one-family houses as well 
as mansion flats inhabited « by 
scores of families are among 
Sommerfeld’s creations, which 
aroused interest abroad by their 
lay-out, cheapness and modern 
equipment. They led to the 


splendour of the pre-war pet iod of 
a new practical style ; their cheap- 
ness greatly furthered migration 
from the city and enabled the 
Official and muddle class. to settle

donta and round about Athens, Sommerfeld was commissioned to do 
the work. In thé>dcourse of eight months, he built 10,000 houses, 
More than forty houses had to be completed daily; not a minute 
could be losi.. Sommerfeld fulfilled his task so suce: ssfully that he 
received the thanks not only of the Greek Government but also of 
the League of Nations Commission, under whose direction’ the 


settlement of the Greek refugees took plas é. 


Too Proud to Stay in Germany, 

And to-day Herr Sommerfeld is himself a refugee. The man 
who always felt himself a German and Berliner, whose family had 
for generations lived in Berlin, has been forced to leave his home, 
the keene of his greal successes, Perhaps the new regime would 
have made an exception in his case, perbaps he would not have been 
arrested and « lapped into a cone entration camp be that as it may, 
Herr Sommerfeld was not the man to beg for sufferance or favour. 
He was not the man for compromise. Quickly making up 
his mind, he left Berlin, and went to Paris like thousands of his 
fellow.fews and Germans. Some of them had been able to rescue 
some of their belongings and could wait patiently to see whether 
there was any likely prospect of returning to Germany or finding 
work in France. But most of them are practically without means, 
There is no work, and the majority have to go for help to the various 
Committees. How long will this help last? France has generously 
accepted the refugees; the Committees do what they can, but the 
means are limited and the crisis and the unemployment in France 
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have rendered diffieult their incorporation in productive life, 
Despair and need are growing among the refugees. 

Herr Sommerfeld arrived not altogether without means, but 
was unwilling either to remain inactive, use up his resources, 
or to wait until the Committées had completed their wearisome 
examination of possibilities for building up new lives. So he 
yvathered a few friends, who had also saved part of their belongings, 
and together they bought a fairly large estate ~ La Tour,” in 
Montessou. It is near St. Germain, half-an-hour from Paris, and 
covers 20,000 square metres. It contains a big park, an orchard, « 
vegetable garden and a large house. 

Most of the emigrants were intellectuals: doctors, lawyers, 
journalists, authors and teachers, people in occupations that to-day 
are overcrowded. All plans of colonisation are bound to fail if they 
do not succeed in transforming intellectuals into manual or land 
workers, and this is the aim Herr Sommerfeld and his friends set 
themselves. “ The main task of the Institute,’ runs the prospectus 
“isto awake love for the soil and strengthen confidence in ones 
own strength through practical training.” The motto reads: ~ Our 
path—change of livelihood ; our strength—the will of a nation; our 
yoal—independence through union with the soil. 

“ To facilitate moral and physical preparation for the new 
struggle, instruction is imparted by groups of ten. Young Jews of 
both sexes are admitted and, in special cases, young married couples. 
The minimum age is sixteen, and the course lasts a year. The staff 
is composed of. qualified teachers, directed by M. Theronin, 
Horticultural Engineer, of the Versailles Ecole Nationale, under the 
supervision of the Mayor of Montessou. Outside of.the plan of 
instruction, lectures, films and. diseussions on important Jewish 
auestions stimulate the spiritual life of the Institute. The object 
of-the instruction is to fit the pupils to establish for themselves a 
new rural life in the shortest possible time by the work of their own 
hands. 

In accordance with the basic idea of the Institute, theoretical 
training and practical adaptation to the new life are inseparable. 
The young people are not only to learn the groundings of their new 
profession, but must also learn to live according to their new 
circumstances. They must lire as peasants, hand-workers, colonisers. 
Moreover, the charges for board and lodging and instruction are so 
low that even poorer refugees can become members of the com 
munity. Superfluous luxury is banned. The plan of work and 
instruction is based on the ideal of mutual help. 

There ave no servants in the Institute: the pupils them 
selves do the work in the kitchen, the garden and the stables. 
In this. Herr Sommerfeld and his friends themselves set the 
example. Would you guess that the middle-aged woman in the long 
sinock, engaged in cleaning the windows, ts the sister of one of the 
best-known private bankers in Berlin? He, too, once the patron of 
all branches of art, has now left Berlin and is sharing in Herr 
Sommerfeld's scheme. The young woman at work in the kitchen- 
garden is the wife of a well-known doctor, only. recently released 
trom the prison in which he was incarcerated last Mareh. 

In the garden, a group of young men areDuilding a house—the 
existing one Is insullicient to house all the pupils, and small houses 
are bering built all over the estate. The young builders and masons 
Who are hauling the stones, clambering over the seaffoldings and 
raising the sound of saws and hammers, were only a few weeks ago 
students at the University, budding teachers and lawyers... Those of 
them who studied medicine continue, as a side-line, to take part in 
voluntary bhealth-squad; the language students teach their 
colleagues French, A real spirtt ol comradeship prevails- the poor 
student and the rich banker's sister, the famous architect and the 
schoolmistress here work hand in hand and all live the same hard 
working hfe of a peasant and manual worker. ‘And they are all 
happy. 

In the beginning was the deed. . Here in Montessou, a group of 
men have, by their own efforts, built up a new existence for them. 
selves, and at the same time created a basis for practically helping 
their exiled co-religionists and showing them the way from abject 
despair into a new life. Their example will assuredly bear fruit,

Dr. Montefiore and 
Jewish “ Defeatism.” 


> 


Gon EE time back, Dr. Claude Montefiore, in a letter to Tur Times, 

criticised an article which had appeared in that journal in 
connection with the Zionist Congress. then impending, The main 
purpose of his letter, apparently, was to re-affirm his anti-Zionist 
faith, even in the face of the German dehdcle, and to denounce 
as falsehood the Herzlian theory that a fatherland is denied to 
the Jews no matter what their merits or their sacrifices for 
their native.land. I ventured some comments on his letter 
on that occasion: and the writer was taken to task

the leading columns of this paper. Dr. Montefiore, however, 
now ' returas to his parable with an article in the Hinpert JouRNAL 
on ~ Jewish Emancipation and the English Jew.’ In this essay, 
the distinguished writer deplorés “the defeatist spirit,’ which 
he declares “is abroad among some English Jews to-day,’ by which 
he means the inclination to abandon the belief that “ emancipation 
is an ideal which. to an immense extent, has already been realised 
in this country.” He warns us of the gloomy consequences that 
may come of such an attitude; and he goes on to single out a 
passage in my own article as a prime example, presumably, of © the 
defeatist mind.” Now Dr. Montefiore, is, of course, not only 
eotitied to his own opinions on the question of whether emancipation 
is a failure, but is free to express a contrary view with all the 
lyvrie enthusiasm which he displays in this particular contribution 
tothe Hippert JouRNAL.

If that 
be so, one is tempted to ask how Dr. Montefiore himself comes 
to be so deeply stirred by the troubles of Jews hundreds of 
miles away, and why, indeed, he toiled for them so long and so 
honourably as President of the Anglo-Jewish Association. But, 
in thus airily waving out of existence the racial factor, Dr. 
Montefiore is running counter to all human and especially 
Jewish experience, ‘Race,’ said the great assimilated Jew,

Disraeli, “is everything.” Hitler thinks likewise, for he is 
persecuting our people not because of their religion, which Dr, 
Montefiore thinks is the only dividing line between Jew and Gentile, 
but because of their race. I heard aGerman Jew remark, the other 
evening, that if Hitler had merely made Judaism the ground of 
offence, there would have been a rush of German Jewry to the 
baptismal font, and, in a short time, much if not mbdst of the 
Community would have disappeared. Hardly anywhere, if any- 
where, is the Jew oppressed for his religious faith. To his enemies, 
his race is the stumbling block: and, if Dr. Montefiore thinks other 
wise, he should try verbal conclusions with the Nazis and endeavour 
to persuade them.

WE greatly regret to observe that the appeal of the London Com. 
mittee for funds in aid of the Jewish School at Jerusalem has 
pot met with that success which, considering the meritorious 
object of the school, it so thoroughly deserves. Indeed, one of 
the ‘signatories. tothe appeal, a gentleman whose name is a 
household word in the Community, publicly stated a couple of 
weeks ago that he had not received a single penny in response 
to that joint appeal,. How necessary itis that the Jerusalem 
school should not only be adequately supported, but shou'd be 
yreatly extended, may be gathered from the fact that the Head 
Master has publicly announced in the local Jewish paper, that 
it is impossible for the present to admit any more pupils. That 
a secular school inthe Holy City should be unable to receive all 
the children whose parents are anxious to send them thither is 
a remarkable fact, and betokens a healthy revolution in. the 
opinions formerly held with regard to secular instruction. The 
feeling which now prevails on thig sabject shonld, therefore, be 
fostered as much as possible. It would, for niany reasons, be 
injurious to damp the existing ardour of the Jerusalem Jews 
by practically closing the school, which at present can accom- 
modate but little more than 120 children, to any further pupils, 
even for a short time. Only one party can reap any benefit 
from this state of affairs, and, judging by their past perform- 
ances, they will not be slow to do so. Surely Jews cannot 
desire, nor will they permit, that the conyersionists in Jerusalem 
shall be enabled to lure Jewish children into their séhools.

BIBLE TEACHING, 

Mr. Herbert Loewe (Hon. Fellow of Queen's College, Cambridge) and 
the Rev. Dr. J. A. R. Macdonald (of St. Dunstan’s-in-the-West) delivered 
addresses on ‘‘ The Place of the Bible in Modern Religious Teaching "’ at 
the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, 28, St. John’s Wood Road.

Object No. 2 is to try to bring about unity—or at least as much as 
is possible-—-between the groups A and B of the General Zionists at whose 
conference in Basle he was elected Chairman of the Central Committee 
for the purpose of representing them in Palestine. And in order to effect 
this purpose, he is to undertake a tour of a number of countries. He 
believes that such unity will, at any rate, help to bridge the gulf at 
present existing so acutely between the right and left wings of the Zionist 
Movement. 

“At the League of Nations Union Congress.” Dr. Mossinson said, 
“the British delegation told me that they. had intervened with the British 
Government in relation to the question of immigration to Palestine, and 
that they would go further into the matter. It was on this understanding 
that | withdrew .my motion which I bad tabled. I had intended, while in 
London, telling members of the League of Nations Union what was 
happening in Palestine just now and reminding them.of their promise. 
Unfortunately. many of the leading members of the, Union are not in 
London at the moment.

“ Thave, however, spoken to the Secretaries incharge and I will return 
to London before going back to Palestine at a later date for the purpose of 
askibg them to use their influence on our behalf and of course to know 
what; ifanything, has been done in the matter.’’ 

Discussing the question of unity among the two groups. of General 
Zionists, Dr. Mossinson told me that he had already made a start in 
inogland and had interviewed a number of representatives of the Zionist 
Federation ; and, although they had not come to any definite conclusions, 
he felt that there existed an understanding of the paramount need of such 
unity between the members of this section of the_Movement. 

Referring to the conflict that is raging between the Right and the 
Left he satd: °** The present antagonism between these two parties—the 
Labour and the Revisionist parties—-has reached such a stage that 
it really endangers the existence of the Zionist Organisation itself. The 
Ce~-ceral Zionists must build the backbone of the Organisation and enforce 
upon all parties the will to collaborate and create and not to continue this 
destructive fight... This unity among the General Zionists, which Il am 
trying to bring about, would certainly help to create a unity in the entire 
Zionist Organisation.

Dr. Mossinson, claiming that it was the: oldest Institution of its 
kind in Palestine which started giving a modern secondary education in 
liebrew, said it began its educational activities in 1906 with seventeen 
boys and girls. In 1913 they obtained what he described as ‘* The First 
(harteéer,’’. as a result of which niany European Universities declared 
themselves willing to recognise their Hebrew diploma and to accept their 
pupils at the Universities without examinations. They now had about 
cight hundred pupils and forty teachers. 

** An important feature about this Institution,” he went on, “is that 
it is almost self-supporting. Oar annual expenditure is about £13,000, of 
Which sum about £11,000 comes in from tuition fees. 7 

The school,” he said *‘ gives a secondary education to an extent of 
about two years above that of the curriculum of an English High School 
for boys and girls in Hebrew, and, in addition, such subjects are taught as 
Bible, Talmud and so on. 

A great number of our pupils remain in Palestine, many of whom 
work on the land, for which there exists a special organisation to 
prepare them for this work, which is the ideal of a considerable number 
of our students. Many go to other countries to continue their studies in 
the Universities, but a large proportion of them return to Palestine. We 
also have on our teaching staff a number who have graduated at our 
Gymnasium, studied abroad, and returned to take up teaching in Pales- 
tine. These are among the best members of the staff because they 
are 80 intimately connected with an institution whose needs they are in 
& peculiar position to appreciate.” | 

Dr. Mossinson was to have left London for Pavis yesterday (Thurs- 
day) and after visiting Vienna, Prague, Poland and Rumania for the purpose 
of carrying out his second mission as stated above, hopes to return to 
London early in March. He will go back to Palestine in time to attend 
the meeting of the Actions Committee which is to be held thee.

to introduce division, but aims to co-ordinate all German-feeling 
Jews, who regard Judaism only as a religion, whether they are 
Liberal or Orthodox; and their programme is expressed in this one 
phrase: We are and we shall remain Jewish Germans.” 

The Central Union itself has lost the services of its Director. 
Dr. Ludwig Hollaender, who is retiring to start work on a book 
dealing with Jewish sociological problems in Germany. He has been 
connected with the Union for thirty-four years, becoming Director 
of its Munich branch in 1900. On the eve of the elections whigh 
returned the Nazis to power, he challenged the VorLKISCHER 
BEOBACHTER to prosecute him, so that he should have the oppor- 
tunity of publicly unmasking their anti-Semitic libels in the 
open Law Court. The challenge was not accepted and in July 
the Courts were closed against him in his professional capacity 
as a Notary Public. The dock is to-day the only part of a 
German Court in which a Jew is welcome. Yet a message 
of hope was given to the members of the Central Union at 
® recent meeting held in Berlin by special permission of the 
authorities. Dr. Bruno Weil gave it as his opinion that the Govern. 
ment had at last realised the complications its anti-Semitic policy 
had created and the situation would not become worse. The fight 
for equal rights must be waged by slow but repeated efforts. He 
said plainly; “Jewish leaders should not engage in direct negotia- 
tions with the Government,” jut Dr. Naumann’'s tiny band of 
Jewish National Germans continue to seek the friendship of the 
Government at whatever cost, and they have now formed a Jewish 
Nazi Party with the slogan, *’ Germany, to thee alone we belong.”

the following resolution Bek This Conference gives expression to ifs 
feeling that the maintenance of the family is now, even more so 
than in normal times, of the utmost importance for both children 
and parents. The separation of parents and children must there’ore 
be looked? upon as an act fraught with the most far-reaching 
consequences, and any decision should be taken only after the most 
enareful and thorough consideration of all the factors, full examina 
tion of the conditions and careful enquiry and consultation, The 
lederation of Jewish Women is opposed to any mass movement of 
sending children of school age out of Germany.” 

The other resolutions adopted include one which reads: 
“ Reports have reached us from various places that Jewish organ! 
sations bave arranged festivities and made public appearances 
which are in direct conflict with the needs. of our time and the 
gravity of our Jewish life. Permanent establishments have also 
been made whose tendency is entirely contrary to what German 
Jewry is being urged to do in publications, sermons and appeals of 
all kinds. This Conference expresses With all due earnestness the 
feelings of th® women assembled here that large sections of German 
Jewry feel that such an attitude does harm. The economic advantage 
of any particular Jewish section is no excuse for promoting under 
tukings which for reasons of self-resp°ct had better te left_alone. 
We also appeal to the Jewish youth, and particularly to their leaders, 
to tind proper forms for their celebrations. The Federation of 
Jewish Women desires that this resolution should be taken heed of

a religious subjeet. The geography of Palestine is also to be taught. 

A gratifving growth of membership is reported by the Sports 
section of the Federation of Jewish Ex-Soldiers. It has already 
ninety afliliated clubs with about 9,000 members. In some large 
towns the use of the municipal sports grounds and gymnastic halls 
has been regained, and in several places they have established their 
own sports grounds and gymnastic halls. Entire clubs have become 
affiliated. The Berlin rowing club Helvetia joined recently in a 
body, and it has now been followed by the Welle Poseidon, one of 
the most important rowing clubs in Germany, which has existed for 
over forty years.

Seven new Federations have recently been estab- 
lished : the Hakoah, in Dortmund: the Blue-White, in Hamburg ;

Hitler’s Outposts 


It is well to fortify oneself as much as possible by such news, 
for we have received information that a call forthe organisation of 
all existing anti-Jewish organisations in Europe into a™ united pan- 
Aryan frént"” has been made in the or Worip 
SERVICE, & propaganda service which is published in Berlin in three 
languages, for private circulation from hand to hand among Aryans 
only throughout the world. The anti-Semitic pan-Aryan united 
front is to include the following organisations: The Iron Guard of 
Rumania, the Rozwoj of Poland, the National Association (E.E.E.) of 
Greece, the Awakening Magyars of Hungary, the Lappos of Finland 
and pro-Nazi organisations in Switzerland, Latvia and Lithuania. 
The non-Jewish world is not yet aware of the Jewish danger. the 
WELT Dienst declares, and the formation of the United Anti-Semitic 
All-European Front will open the eyes of the world to the Jewish 
menace. 

From other sources also, it is only too clear that Hitler is not so 
busy that he has no time to strengthen his outposts. Our Polish 
correspondent reports that a heartrending telegram from several 
hundred Jewish traders in Danzig has been received recently by 
the “ Kolo,” the Jewish Parliamentary Club in Warsaw. During 


the last few weeks, it reports, the Danzig Nazi Senate has started to 
introduce the same anti-Jewish methods as in Germany, and 
wherever possible the Jews are being ousted from their positions. All 
Jews have been dismissed from the Civil Service. By a new rule of 
the Senate, Jewish doctors have been ousted from the Presidium 6f ~ 
_ the Medical Association. The same has happened in the Lawyers’ 
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Association. No orders are given to Jewish firms by the State institu. 
tions. The Senate is now severely discriminating against Jewish. 
Polish nationals. About four hundrei Jewish milk and vegetable 
traders have been deprived of the means of earning a livelihood: 
without any warning the Senate withdrew all their licences for 
trading in the Danzig markets. On protest to the Authorities, they 
received the meaningless reply that their trading methods were not 
in accordance with the rules of the Free City, especially with the 
hygienic rules. No suggestion was made as to why these rules, if 
they were. new ones, had not been made known to the traders so 
that they might act accordingly. The “Kolo” has approached the 
Polish Government, which has promised to instruct the Polish 
General Commissioner in Danzig to intervene. 

At the same time, German oflicialdom and the German Press is 


‘much concerned at the possibility of a discussion on the Jewish 


question in Upper Silesia at the present Session of the League 
of Nations Council, and the country-wide Hugenberg Press has 
published a syndicated editorial purporting to refute the charge 
that in Upper Silesia Jews are discriminated against. Other papers 
suggest that the Government should ignore the fact that technically 
Germany is still a member of the League for a period of two years 
and should inform Geneva that she no longer considers herself 
bound by the decisions arising from the Bernstein petition. 

In the Saar, terrorism has increased beyond the point when the 
League Commission had to open a special school for Jewish children, 
and Mr. Knox, President of the Commission, now says in a letter 
written since his quarterly report: “It cannot be contested that 
since the last quarterly report, the actual terrorism committed by 
the Nazi party has increased. Boycotting and the persecution of 
Jews and anti-Nazis have assumed such proportions that every day 
the Governing Commission receives complaints from all sections of 
the population. 


England, Australia and the United States 


The attempt to organise similar persecutions in England, 
Australia and the United States has received a temporary set-back 
by. the tactless publication in the STUERMER of a report from 
London by Mr. Serocold Skeels, calling himself the leader of the 
inited British Fascists. Mr. Skeels describes in detail the activities 
of the Nazis in England. He discloses that he has been travelling 
backwards and forwards from England to Germany, and that he is 
also engaged in spreading anti-Jewish propaganda in Australia and 
and in the United States. Skeels states that he is especially 
successful with Oxford undergraduates. He forecasts that within 
the next five, or even three, vears the British Government will be 
carrying the National Socialist emblem. The report refers to Sir 
Oswald Mosley as a charlatan, “We are able to prove,” it says. 
“that he is financed by Jews. Major Rothschild ts his chief adviser, 
and Captain Lewis, also a Jew, is Commandant of the Storm Troops. 
Mosley recently admitted that he has Jewish blood in ‘his veins. 
He married a grand-daughter of Louis Leiter, an American Jew. It 
is Jewish money that pays for Mosley’s Fascist movement. Moslev's 
so-called British Union of Fascists is in reality a Jewish Union of 
Bolshevists. it ought to be realised at last in Ltaly, as well as in 
Germany, that Sir Oswald Mosley is a charlatan so far as Fascism is 
concerned. He is in the same boat as Dolfuss in Austria. Mosley 
can never be an anti-Semite.”. With regard to his secret activities, 
Mr. Skeels’s London report states: “ We had a special meeting here 
of our secret movement at which our Australian friend was present. 
He agreed again to take over the leadership in Australia. In addition, 
we arranged at this meeting a special staff of five members in order 
that | should be able to participate in a small directing group and 
develop our work in the provinces.’ The report concludes with 
Mr. Skeels’s notification that he is preparing a pamphlet about 
British Jews to be published in serial form in American newspapers. 
An interview with Mr. Skeels appeared in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
last week, and the United British Party have withdrawn his prospec. 
tive candidature for the Cambridge by-election. 

Scarcely less blundering was the recent intensification of the 
policy of penetrating Austria. Last week, the German Government 
proclaimed, and a few hours later as suddenly withdrew, an order 
providing that all Austrians residing in Saxony, Bavaria, and Meck- 
lenberg must report to the police on or before Saturday and answer 
certain personal questions with regard to their ancestry (Jewish or 
otherwise) and their political allegiance. Failure to report or to give 
correct particulars would be punished by expulsion from Germany 
within twenty-four hours. The Austrian Minister in Berlin called 
on Baron von Neurath, the German Foreign Minister, immediately 
the proposed inquisition became known and protested strongly 
against what he said was a contravention of the Austro-German 
Commercial Treaty, which guarantees Austrian subjects in Germany 
the same rights and liberties as other foreigners. Baron.-yvon 
Neurath at once promised that the order would be withdrawn. He 
said it had been issued by subordinates. Insubordinate subordinates 
appear, indeed, to be one of the most constant sources of worry of 
the Hitler régime—and of its victims. 

lf the Refugees Return 

General Goering has, bowever, given his blessing to the latest 
instructions issued by his subordinate, Ministerial Councillor Diels, 
as inspector of the Gestapo. ‘These concern applications stated to 
have been made by refugees for permission to return to Germany. 
Permits to remain in their temporary havens are expiring and lack of 
money is even stricter in its compulsion. The Gestapo, therefore, 
announces that it will deal with returning refugees in four categories 
“according to the harm they have done abroad.” 1. C‘riminal 
elements who sought to emerge abroad under a political flag. These, 
if they return, will be delivered to the courts, and treated as if they 
had been in the meantime in a concentration camp. 2. Those not 
of German nationality, who for the most part had come westwards 
after the War (the Ostjuden). They will be put into concentration 
camps until a final decision is made about them. It is stated that 
there are about 16,000 in this category,.out of a total of 


60,000. 3. Marxist agitators and other subversive people. These. 


bear the main responsibility for the poisoning of the inter- 
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national atmosphere.’ They must expect to be subject to close 
observation abroad and, if they attempt to return to Germany, 
to be treated in accordance with their behaviour. 4. Misguided 
people who out of sheer fright left their Fatherland. They will 
not be refused permission to return merely because they may 
have been officials or prominent in some political party now sup. 
pressed, but they will have to prove that they have not while abroad 
participated in any way in any agitation against the Nazi regime. 
Since the text of the order said that the arrests are to be made as 
soon as the re-emigrants are discovered on German soil, there is 
fear in some quarters that the order will be applied not only agains! 
those who.intend to return in the future, but also against those who 
have already returned. There are in Germany now quite a number 
of people who have returned after a short stay in France, Poland, 
Palestine or some other country, and their passports are stamped 
to show they have been abroad. The VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER 
says that anyone who left Germany during the first weeks of tne 
Hitler revolution will automatically be considered to have engaged 
in atrocity propaganda. Commenting on the instructions, Councillor 
Diels informed a representative of the ANGrirr that those who 
earnestly desired to return would not find it an easy task to prove 
that they had-taken a strong stand in favour of the ‘interests of 
Germany. The Gestapo was perfectly informed on every single 
émigré who had been guilty of the slightest offence.

GeRMANtI\ 
says, is to get rid of 400,000 Swiss frances (£25,000), This sum will 
not be spent on settling refugees, but on salaries, administrative 
expenses and the maintenance of Mr. MacDonald's office. It is vers 
easy to do humanitarian work’ on a good salary and expenses 

Overa thousand Jewish families emigrated from Germany to 
the United States since the Hitler regime came in. up to January Is! 
this vear. .The Jerrtsh Teleqraphic Agency learns that the United 
States Consulates in Germany are very liberal in granting American 
visas to German Jews, over 90 per cent. of the Jewish 
having received their visas. Visas have been granted not only to 
Jews who have parents or children in America, but also to those 
who have brothers, sisters or more distant relatives resident there. 
An enquiry conducted by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency at the 
various United States Consulates in Germany reveals that the 
number of Jewish applicants for American visas 1s now gradually 
dechning. The American immigration quota for Germauy, which is 
over 20,000 annually, was not exhausted for 1935, despite the 
increased Jewish immigration, 

The PARISER TAGEBLATT announces that special passports have 
now been introduced in Germany for privileged non-Aryans, such as 
the well-known banker, Franz von Mende!ssolin. which accord to 
them the travelling rights of Aryans.

‘‘Huge and Regrettable Losses ”’ 


There is no doubt the Government is doing everything possible 
to facilitate foreign trade, for if the boycott of Germany is not yet 
being carried far enough to have a decisive effect on events, it is 
certainly putting its mark upon German trade figures. According 
to the latest information from Hamburg and Bremen, the German 
shipping companies continue to suffer heavy losses. The lines from 
Germany to New York and the African ports are especially affected. 
The boycott is also affecting the export of beer which has decreased by 
about 40 per cent., despite the abolition of prohibition in the United 
States. “Hugeand regrettable financial losses” are reported from Wies- 
baden, due to Jews and foreigners keeping away. There were cight 
thousand fewer visitors in 1938 than 1982, it is stated, and very few 
people came from abroad. Tike number of foreign visitors to 
Germany last summer is stated by the DAILY TELEGRAPH to have 
fallen by over one-fifth. Reuter reports that Finnish importers are 
sending inquiries to British manufacturers for cloth, yarn and 
knitted goods. ‘Phe report says that Finland'can easily do without 
Gierman articles in most branches of the textile trade. The 
BIRMINGHAM Post gives the views of a jewellery manufacturer that 
“ German ill-treatment of Jewish citizens has driven to the British 
market many substantial buyers sworn to avoid Aryan marts of 
cheap finery.” 

The most conclusive evidence comes from the International 
Federation of Trade Unions, which claims the success of the boycott 
“to a surprisingly high degree.’ Evidence of the effects has been 
gathered from the German Press, from official trade statistics, and 
the reports furnished by individual concerns. Its analysis of the 
trade returns for the first nine months of 1933, as compared with 
the same period of the previous year, discloses the following 
reductions of total:

Yet the mad persecution of Jews goes on, and even in the small 
matter of chess Germany is ‘busy digging her own grave. The 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN reports that ~ Chess is, of course, going 
through a difficult period. The disturbed state of Kurope reacts 
against ‘chess as against all the arts. Herr Hitler in his wisdom 
has ordered the German chess clubs to expel their Jewish members, 
with the result that, from a chess point of view, Germany is off the 
map.’ But Dr. Goebbels has takea over the direction of the propa- 
ganda for the Olympic Games, and he will no doubt observe with 
his usual sense of niceness the pledge given. to the {merican 
Committee that there shall be no anti-Semitic discrimination. 

Simultaneously Dr. Goebbels has surrendered control of the 
State Theatres in Prussia to General Goering and Goering’s first 
act has been to appoint Hans Johst, author of the anti-Semitic play 
The Prophets,’ to membership of the Pragsian State Council. Herr 
Johst was, curiously enough, relieved of his post as first playwright 
to the Prussian State Playhouse by Dr. Goebbels. The theatre is 
indéed in a bad way, and the Government bas refused permission to 
the Jews of Han:burg to organise a Jewrtsh Cultural Union simular 
to the one already so successful in Berlin. — Jews should attend 
Gierman theatres.’ said the Government a significant rolle face. 
Moreover, Jewish actors and actresses are being re-cngaged. Even 
the VORLKISCHER BROBACHTER has nothing but praise for the re- 
appearance of Greta Massheim, although neither sie nor her husband 
isanAryan. The Nazi Press has also had to swallow a bitter pill in 
the marriage of the popular film star Hans Albers to a.Jewess, 
Fraulein Burg. The marriage was solemnised in Prague, but so 
popular is Herr Albers that the Press thoughtit desirable to condone 
the marriage with the excuse that it was arranged long before the 
Nazi regime. 

A charming gesture is that of Max Liebermann, who bas 
painted two self-portraits and presented one to the Jewish Museum 
in Berlin, and the other to the Jewish Museum in Tel-Aviv. It also 
does one good to know that Yehudi Menuhin has resisted the further 
blandishments of Dr. Furtwingler to “help mend the broken 
threads which have severed Germany and the rest of the civilised 
musical world.’ Menuhin replied “ the persecution of the Jews and 
other elements must stop first.” 

The subject of “ Cultare” cannot be left without recording an 
announcement by the kK.

Marmalade. 


CHOOsE fruit that is fully ripe, for that is the time wheu the greatest 
amount of soluble pectin is present. 

Small dried-up oranges will not make good marmalade. 

Seville oranges are at their best during the month of February. 

if cutting the peel by hand, use a very s/arp knife, 

Always turn into warm, dry jars. 


Orange Marmalade (1). 
Six Seville oranges One large lemon. Two sweet oranges 
a basin and pour over one pint of cold water, Remove the pulp; cat it 
into pieces and shred the rind very finely. 

Weigh the pulp and rind, and put it into an earthenware bowl. Pour 
nm one-and-a-half pints of cold water to every pound of fruit. Leave for 
twenty-four hours. The next day put into a preserving pan: add the 
strained water from the pips and boil for one hour. Return to the basin 
and leave till next day. Then to every pound add one-and-a-half pounds 
of preserving sugar. ‘Turn into a preserving pan and stir over a gentle 
heat till the sugar bas melted; boil-quickly till jt sets when tested. 


WASH the fruit and cut into quarters. Remove the pips; put them in 


Orange Marmalade (2). , 


Twelve Seville orandes. Preserving sugar, 7 lbs. 
One large lemon. Cold water, 6 pints. 


CUT up the oranges and lemon as in previous recipe. Put the pips in 
a mustin bag and place with the cut-up oranges in a bowl. Pour on the 
water and leave for twenty-four hours. The following day, simmer gently 
for one-and-a-half hours and let stand for another twenty-four. Put back 
into the preserving pan and bring to the boil. . Add the sugar; stir until 
it has dissolved, then boil steadily till it sets when tested— about forty 
minutes. 


, Grape Fruit Marmalade. 
(ine large grape fruit. (me targe lemon. 
One Seville orange, Sugar and water 
CUT up asin first recipe. Remove pips and cover with haif-pint of 
water. Measure rind and pulp, and add three pints of water to every 
pound. Put in a bowl and leave till next day. Then boil for thirty 
minutes; put back in the bowl and leave for another twenty-four hours. 
Measure, and to every pint, allow one-and-a-half pounds of preserving 
sugar. Boil for ten minvctes; add the sugar and cook steadily until it 
jellies when tested.

Mr. Kostoris explained the work of the Homes 
which, supported Voluntarily, he said, received no municipal grant 
whatever. Dr. B. Hirson extended a welcome on behalf of the medical 
and nursing staffs. The Lord Mayor commended the altruistic spirit 
shown by all the workers and particularly mentioned the affection 
for his charges evidenced by Dr. Hirson. 

Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree received the Lord Mayor. and Lady 
Mayoress at the Shechita Board Rooms, where a special meeting 
of members was held. The visitors were introduced to Rabbis 
1, J. Yoffev, M. Rifkin and I, Abrahams, of the Beth Din. Mr. 
Sicree explained the constitution and duties of the Board, and 
pointed out that all its excess funds were distributed to various 
Jewish charities.

As leader of the Jewish Community in Manchester, | 
want to say detinitely that these proposals ef the.‘ Watchmen of 
israel’ represent nothing but a striving after notoriety. Rabbis and 
Ministers would not lend themselves to‘ naming’ people from the 
pulpit. Neither the Ministers’ nor the Congregations’ leaders would 
allow it, and Jewish law did not permit it, as one of the great pre- 
cepts of Jewish religion was not to shame people publicly. The 
boycott could only be successful by Jewish people following the 
dictates of their own conscience and by the persuasive power of 
those who believed in it.’

In further conversation with your correspondent, Mr. Laski 
reiterated these views, and added: “ What constructive ideas have 
they?

In my 
opinion, if they get £50 of the £1,000 they are asking for they will do 
well.”

“Watchmen” had never asked the Kabbis and. Ministers to 
denounce from the pulpit Jews who traded in German: goods. 
“AIL they were asked to do was to encourage the boycott from the 


pulpit. There is no sense or reason in the analogy which Mr. 
Laski drew between the boycott of Germany by Jews and 
the alleged boycott by England of Japanese goods. Ours 1s 


not a trade war but a struggle which involves far greater issues 
than Germany, by her barbarous actions and 
savage theories, has declared war on the whole of the Jewish race. 

Referring to Mr. Laski’s charge of “notoriety-seeking,’ Dr. 
Wassilevsky said thad Th was very much out of place for one who

Jewish Hospital. 

Mr. Nathan- Laski, J.P., presided at the Annual Meeting of 
Governors of the Hospital, held on Sunday. Among those present 
were the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress. Votes of condolence were 
passed with the families of the late Mr. hauffman and Mr. M. Asher, 
both founders, and the late Mr. Mark Shaffer. Mr. Laski, in pre- 
senting the thirtieth annual report, prefaced his remarks with the 
wish that the German people could see the honour being paid to the 
Jewish Community in Manchester by the presence of their distin- 
guished visitors. Their Hospital did not recognise any barriers of 
creed or race. in its humanitarian work. They had been able to 
welcome three great men to their honorary medical staff—Pro- 
fessor J. S. B. Stopford, late Dean of the Medical School of Manchester 
University, Mr. Geoffrey Jefferson, a famous neurologist, and Mr. 
Robert Ollerenshaw,a celebrated orthopedist, In addition, through 
the unbappy events in Germany, Manchester had been fortunate 
enough to secure the services of three famous brothers, Professors 
Herman, Bernard and Samuel G. Zondek, of Berlin. Great expense 
had been gone to to equip-new laboratories for important research 
work, and never had the Hospital had such eminent men 
and such splendid equipment as today. This year they would 
make an appeal to the Jewish Community on behalf. of 
the Hospital “We owe about £35,000, but I do not. think 
the Jewish community will let us down,” said Mr. Laski.. Their 
hospital had been the means, above all other institutions, of 
engendering a feeling of friendship, even admiration, for the 
Jewish Community; because they had shown in this manner the 
debt they owed to the country for the religious freedom and 
citizenship they enjoyed. The building had cost the Community

over £120,000, and he thought they had some claim on 
Christian people also to help them in wiping off the 
debt.

The appellation “Nephew of 
the Almighty, was accorded 
to Brothers (according to Brothers !) by direct siieehitbinn: afact which 
he did not fail to communicate to the King and his Ministers, who 
seem to have suffered continuously from his epistolary and 
pamphleteering fecundity. Much of his output proceeded from the 
lunatic asylum in which he was for some years very properly 
confined, and where he might with equal justice have been 
joined by some of his dupes who helped to. propagate the nensense 
that poured from his pen and to_portray graphically both the 
prophet and his crazy ideas. Among these artists the one who 
did Brothers more than justice was William Sharpe, the eminent 
engraver, Who subscribed his. portraits: ““Fully believing this to be 
the Man whom God has appointed, I engrave his likeness. 

Brothers does not seem to have evoked any enthusiasm among 
his Jewish contemporaries, though one or two of note entered the 
lists in the. battle of pamphlets that his movement evoked. 
Delivered from adebtor's cell and the madhouse, Brothers eventually 
died in the arms of a disciple who impoverished himself in giving to 
the world the revelations of the “ Almighty’s nephew.” 

Dr. Roth bases his brightly written story almost entirely upon 
contemporary pamphlets and engravings in his own collection. We 
would express the hope that he will go on collecting similar material 
if it is to vield such attractive fruit.

UKRAINIAN ‘TERRORISM 


Boycott and Murder in Eastern Galicia. 


Forcing the Jew Out of the Villages. 


VAST COMMUNITY FACED WITH RUIN. 
[From our Special Correspondent. ~Lemberg] 


The first article on the subject of the appalling conditions of Jews in 
Eastern Galicia, Poland, written by our Special Correspondent 
who has made a careful investigation on the spot, appeared vr 
the last issuc of Tur Jewisu CHRONICLE), 


The Ukrainians use two main methods in their onslaught on 


the Jews of Eastern Galicia. One is economic pressure and the 


other is terror. 
For the last two or three years the Ukrainians have been 


founding their own shops, with the result that tens of thousands of 


Jews have lost all means of livelihood. 
round Lemberg, Stanislawow and Tarnopol, Jews have been the 


sole shopkeepers for generations, but now Ukrainians no longer 


buy of them. Ukrainian Co-operative Societies have been formed 


under the name of * Centrosojuz”’ and ~ Maslosojuz,” with branches 


throughout Fastern Galicia, both in the large towns like Lemberg 
and in the remotest Carpathian villages. 
number has grown to about 4,000, all spelling ruin to Jewish 
families. Though it was impossible to obtain exact figures, |! 
vathered that during 1933 alone up to 10,000 Jewish village shop 
keepers had been completely ruined. About 3,000 of them have left 
the villages entirely, only to. find themselves in no better circum. 
stances in the small towns to whichthey emigrated. The remainder 
live a life of inconcetvable suffering and fear. 
indescribable. 

Having established thousands of chain stores, the Ukrainrns 
have begun a vast and bitter anti-Jewish boycott campaign. The 
villages are simply flooded with propaganda of the crudest kind. 
The Ukrainian politician on the platform, the priest from the 
pulpit, the journalist in the press, all join in one chorus of hate. 
Dr. Dvymitro Lewicki, the President of the Ukrainian National 
Democratic Party and the most prominent Ukrainian representative 
in the Polish Sejm, only last December appealed to all Ukrainians 
through the press to maintatn the boycott. And. yet this leader 
pretends to be a Democrat often seeking the support of.Jews in his 
political activities,

Equally violent is the boycott propaganda carried on by the 
priests. tomany villages the priests are not only themselves the 
most bitter agents of anti-Semitism, but punish those who do not 
follow them. In some cases, they refuse to christen children of 
parents who do net ‘strictly carry out the boycott. 
refuse to conduct the marriage ceremony. There are even cases 
where priests have refused to conduct the burial ceremony of a 
person whose family had sold some eggs or chickens to a Jew. 
Special bands of youths are organised to keep watch outside Jewish 
shops, and if they see a Ukrainian enter, they inform the priest or 
the political organisation and the “culprit” is threatened, terrorised 
or beaten. In the village of Dubrawce, Zdaczow district. several 
peasants found buying in a Jewish shop had their wells poisoned 
and similar actions are reported from other distric’s in that region

was adopted. In Bobiatyn, for instance, Ukrainian youths went 
about one night last April smashing the windows in every one of 
the seven houses of Jewish farmers. The next night they set fire 
to a barn. Though the village is a large one with about 1,500 
Ukrainian inhabitants, none would goto help the Jew. The same 
night,the window panes were smashed in the houses of Jewish 
farmers in Spasow, Zawiszna, Roderwance, Suchowola and Miletyn, 
all in the Sokal district, Lemberg region. A few days later, in May, 
terrorists smashed the windows of all of the fifty odd Jewish houses 
in Dorochow and other villages, Stanislawow district, injuring 
many of the Jews, who were asleep at the time, including a number 
of.children. During June similar acts occurred in a number of 
villages in the Stryj and other distriéts of the Stanislawow region.

THE ARAB PARTIES IN PALESTINE.*

The awakening of Palestine is marked pot only by a remarkable pro- 
yress in its economic, industrial and social conditions, but, of equal 
significance, also by the swift growth of political theories and partic 
among the Moslems, Jews and Christians, who constitute the Pale<tinian 
population, The superficial contact with the West which existed for 
a long time, became effective economically and soctally only after the 
war. The revolution in rapid communication, the new means of 
transportation, especially the motor-car and aircraft, awakened the 
people of this country,too, from their comfortable slumber. ‘The new 
means of communication were followed also by Capital and caprtaliat 
undertakings, which opened up new types of economic activity and thus 
led to the rise of new social classes, namely, the middle-class merchant. 
the urban intelligentsia, and the city labourer 

Politically. the country has undergo a chang

The Palestine Bedouin are divided into two classes—the Shepherds 
(“‘ Maaza*’) who also cultivate the land to a certam. extent, and 
represent a majority of the Palestine Bedouin, In certain places it is 
hard to make a distinction between the Maaza Bedouin and the 
Fellahin. The other class. the Camel Breeders (* Djammatlin ©) roam 
through the desert and return now and again, usually every spring, 
when the water becomes scarce. On the whole, this class, which com- 
prises the real Bedouin, with all his good and bad characteristics, 1s very 
poor, existing mainly on thé milk and meat of their camels. It is for 
this reason they are constantly on the move. Every tribe is true to 
itself, and is lead by a“ Sheikh or “ Emir,” and the elders of the 
tribe. 

The pure Bedouin despises peasantry or any kind of work, He 
likewise despises the Fellah. who is tied Lo his land and IS subjected to 
the Government yoke.

Likewise, many Serbians, who are members of 
josnia and Herzegovina, immigrated +o Palestine Cesarea after the 
Austrians had conquered their country in L878. 


In the beginning of the eighteenth century there was an immigra- 


tion of Moslems, numbering about 2,000, into Palestine from northern 


Africa and Algeria. Their country was then conquered by the Christians 
and they preferred to live under the Crescent (Turkish rule) rather than 
under the Cross. They settled mostly in Galilee. They were called 
** Westerners ” in Palestine. Most of them were the followers of Abd-el- 
Kader, who fought the French, and who escaped to Damascus after 
their leader’s defeat. Those who settled in Palestine are oveupied in 
agriculture and commerce. 

In the hot Jordan Valley may be found Sudanese, pure or partly 
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mixed with Arabian blood, who were brought there by Ibrahim Pasha, 
the Egyptian who ruled Palestine in 1832-40. The Druses, who 
number about 7,000, inhabit the villages in northern Galilee 
and around Haifa. They came to Palestine for the first time in the 
sixteenth century. The Druses differ from the Arab Fellah in that 
their skulls are short and high. They are distinguished in their religious 
zeal and hatred toward any Government yoke. They are brave and 
industrious. They began to immigrate into northern Palestine from 
their homeland, Syria, soon after their religion was founded, when the 
influence of their leader, Fachr-ed-Din, spread also to northern Palestine,

Palestine Arabs. However, the rise of nationalism in the neighbouring 
countries, especially in Syria, the cradle of modern Islamic nationalism, 
had its influence also among the Palestine Arabs, The world war. with 
its ideology of self-determination and freedom for the smaller nations, 
had its influence also on the Arabian countries, including Palestine ; 
they were, however, soon disappointed and began immediately to 
organise Moslem-Christian organisations to combat the Mandate and 


the Balfour Declaration. This revival of political action began mostly 
in the cities ; it was organised by the important leading families and the 
Moslem-Chiistian associations which sprang up after the British 
conquest. The great bulk of the inhabitants was as yet indifferent to 
the whole movement. 

The organisation of the Palestine Arabs was formed in February, 
1921, after the Palestinian Arab Congress was called in Haifa. 

The Congress voiced its protest against the Balfour Declaration 
and demanded a National Government with a Legislative Assembly. 
The Congress elected a permanent committee to carry out the negotia- 
tions with the Government, both in London and in Geneva. Some of 
the delegates at this first Congress demanded the unification of Palestine 
with Svria, others favoured the entrance of Palestine into an Arabian 
Federation. All delegates were united in the demand to abolish the 
salfour Declaration, the British Colonial rule, and the Mandatg. 

At this Congress, 1921, an executive was elected and foundations 
were laid for a permanent organisation. A fourth Congress was held 
in th same Vear, The fifth Congress, in 1922. resolved to boveott the 
elections to the then proposed Legislative Assembly. The followmy 
Congress in 1925. rejected the proposed Legislative (Council and the 
Arab Ageney.

This Executive still exists, but its influence 4 
waning with the rise of new parties and activities of indivichals. such 
as the Muftias head of the Moslem Supreme Council, which is of po 
less importance in the social and political life of the Palestine Arabs. 

Although there was an attempt on the part of many Arab national- 
ists to lessén the unlimited influence of the Mosh rh clergy, religion is 
still an essential factor among the Moslem masses, and the religious 
heads have as much influence as the modern nationalist political 
leaders. 

The  Mostem Council was created: by the British 
Administration in November. 1921, after il long of negotiat porns 
il i conferences with the Muftis. Ulema and Other Moslem notables 
concerning the control of the Moslem religious courts, the administration 
of Moslem Wagqfs and other charitable endowments, and the super- 
vision of the educational institutions. 

The Moslem Supreme Council exercises a powerful influence over 
the Moslems of the country, especially on account of the financial 
resources at its disposal, one chief source of which is the tithe. Ip 
addition to the large Wagqf income (about 59,000 Palestinian pounds 
per year), the Council collects large sums from Moslems all over the 
world for the restoration of the Haram as Shariff in Jerusalem. and 
‘*‘ Emergency Funds,” as was the case after the 1929 riots. The Grand

The strong nationalistic revival of the 
Palestine Arabs not disappear in the paration whi h exists 
among the Arabs, between the Mufti and the opposition, the difference 
hetween the Moslems antl the Christiars, the traditional feud and 
quarrel between the Fellabin and the Bedouins, and the internal conflict 
among the rich families,. It is true that there 1s a lack of leaders, that

come, too. Whatever the inte ‘rnal conflict may be, the fact ist , at the 
nationalist political movement succeeds in gathe ring around it great 
masses; this in itself if sufficient proof of the existence of a national 
will and a political movement. The demands for self-determination and 
self-government are suflicient to blur all class differences and conflicte, 
The Arab intelligentsia is capable 6f accomplishing the national unity 
against both the British Government and the Zionist movement. 
There is an advance made in the partic ipation of the Arab population 
inits political affairs, The pe ople, inthe cities, inerease their partic }pa- 
tion in the municipal eléctions. The Fellah. too, is beginning to 
talk politics.” The _— population, although most of them are 
literate, have vet the sheikh, the teacher, or somebody else who reads 
aloud the newspapers, and for the printed word they have a great 
respect. The Communists, too, are propagating actively among these

A COMMUNAL CONTROVERSY: Killing a Monopoly.”

But three years had passed since the Chief Rabbi had journeyed 
down to Liverpool to defend his authority challenged in His Majesty's 
courts of law, when he was again summoned to battle.. On this occasion 
it was at Manchester that warfare had broken out. Mr. Rosenthal 
and three other butchers sued the Manchester Shecheta Board for 
damages occasioned by the Board’s publication of an announcement 
that meat sold by them was Saabectel to be eaten by Jews,’ since 
the slaughtering had ‘been undertaken by shochetim not appeinted 
under heence of the Board. Again, as at Liverpool in 1904, so now at 
Manchester in 1907, futile. though strenuous, efforts were made to 
wvonl bringing the dispute into open court. Again the learned judge 
who presided at the hearmg of the action at the Assizes (on this 
occasion Mr. Justice Lawrerice) voiced his surprise and regrets that 
the Jewish community had proved inadequate to the task of settling 
their own disputes within their own ranks. Again a bewildered jury, 
guided hy a painstaking judge, sought to follow the thread. of 
reason through the intricate mazes of Talmudic lore, Again the 
witnesses caused “loud laughter in Court “to mar the solemnity of 
the proceedings ; again stiff-necked Israel persisted in calling the 
world to witness his chaotie disunion : again was Jewish communal 
urganisation and. prestige butchered to m&ke a Gentile holiday, 

For a long time discontent had been seething im the ranks of the 
Manchester butchers, with many of whom it had become a serious 
ene vance that the local Shecheta Board exacted he avy fees from 
bute hers and Lwensed so many of them that, ace ording to Mr. Rosenthal

it and to submit instead to rabbinical authority outside its sway. 
It is an intolerable and offensive weapon that the defendants have 
used. Thev might, justifiablv, have stated in their announcement that 
the plaintiff was selling meat which had been killed by a shochet who 
did not enjoy ther authorisation er licence—a very different thing 
from declaring that shochet’s meat to be trifa and unfit for consump- 
tion. by-a conforming Jew. Indeed, they have themselves realised the 
injustice of their attitude and have now altered the form of their e 
excommunicating notice so as to read that “the Board does not held ow 
itself responsi ble for the kashruth of so-and-so.” 

The Jews in England may be divided iyto three sections, namely, 
(1) The Polish and German Jews, and (2) the Spanish and Portuguese 
Jews —t hese acknowledge the Shecheta joarad and the Beth Din 
under which it funetions—and (3) Russian or fereign Jews, many of 
whom do not acknowledge the Chief Rabbi, the head of the Beth Din, 
Of the last-mentioned section is the plaintiff, who is a mennber of 
the New Hebrew Svnagegue, whose spiritual head, Rabbi Gerber.

If the peeple accepted the challenge 
of this battle that was being waged against them and told the world 
We will take it up; we are weak numerically, but our spiritiis 
strong,’ they would win through.

Court Decides Action “ Irreceivable.” 


Intense interest has been shown in the libel action brought by 
M. Jabés against Herr von Mecteren, local head of the Siemens 
Orient Company and President of the Cairo German Club. which 
-ame before the Mixed Court in Cairo this M. Jabeés claimed 
that the publication and circulation of a 
aml Germany’ was a slander against the Jewish race. and against 
himself personally. On that ground he claimed £E101 damages, 
Maitre Castro, the noted lawyer, wh nd undertaken the pros 
eution, cited the ruling of an English Court in the reign of 
eorge IL, when a Portuguese Jew, Mr. Fazakerley, had petitioned 
for redress against a libel then current to the effect that Jews 
habitually burned the illegitimate offspring of Jewish women by 
Gentiles. The English Court had ruled that any member of the 
lewish community was affected bya libel touching the whole of it. 
Me. Castro appealed to the same principle. arguing that the Court 
on which devolved the duty of seeing justice done to the numerous 
foreign communities in Egypt could not afford to overlook the 
interests of a minority when thus threatened with racial intoler- 
ance. 

Despite Maitre Castro's brilliant pleading, the Court, which is an 
international body mainly composed of Judges elected by the leading 
European countries and by the U.S.A., decided, on the grounds of 
the German lawyers statement that Egyptian Jewry was not 
directly aimed at, that the case was “ irreceivable.

The Industrious Exile. 


MADNESS OF MINORITY PERSECUTION. 

Professor H. J. Fleure, Professor of Geography at the University of 
Manchester, broadcast last week the introductory talk of a series “ The 
industrious Exile,” which is being given frem the North Regional station. 
Phe Professor showed how on numerons occasions in history an industrious 
and individualistic minority had been driven out by a majority with results 
that had been highJy prejudicial to the country of their persecution ang of 
¢reat benefit to the nation which had received them. He cited the example 
of the Jews in Spain and the immense benedts resulting to Holland through 
the large numbers of Spanish Jewish refugees who settled in the Nethe: 
lands; while Spain, which had thrown them out, sank to a third-rate 
nation. ‘Lhe ideal solution, he declared, was to seek in a nation a unity 
trans eMiing differences, instead of the low-level solution achieved by. the 
totalitarian method of exiling dissenters. 

JEWS AND HUGUENOTS, 

The subject was approdched from a specific angle by Professor A. d. 
Grant, formerly Professor of History at Leeds University, when he 
addtessed the members of the Leeds Luncheon Clubthe other day on the 
subject “German Jews and French. Huguenots—a Historic Parallel.” 
Professor Grant showed that almost identical complaints were made 
against the Huguenots when they were driven out of France as have formed 
the excuses of the Nazis for theiranti-Jewish persecution. The Huguenots 
were accused of having secured an undue share in the legal and medica! 
professions, “it took France just about one hundred years to repent and 
to right the wrong that was done,” said Professor Grant. .“ Germany will 
hayt to repent, too, and I trast it will be before one hundred years have 
passed.” He referred in his “ parallel” to the immense damaxe to the 
economic condition of France which the Huguenot expulsion produced.

Nathan should see fit, in the year 1954, after the terrible lesson he should 
have learned from what bas happened in Germany, and at a time when 
the political status of European Jewry is being challenged so extensively 
and with such viodictiveness, to treat the tatter as onc more suitable 
for flippaut polemics rather than grave and carnest deliberation.

owl purse Does Mr. Nathan really think that in times like the present 
these things effect only “the private individual ?’ Does he truly believe 
that these are ** purely domestic matters,.’” and that. the odium and ill- 
will engendered by the ill-considered ostentation of individual Jews are 
concentrated upon. them alone, and are not diffused so as to involve the 
entire Community In Mr. Nathan's own words:. *‘ This should be 
obvions,’ much more obvious than the remote dancer that gy et 
pemite Will have the authority of the Beth Din for livinging furtwer 
accusations against us. And if Mr. Nathan has not yet appreciated the 
Ssignifcance of that timne- honoured principle in Jewish life,..‘* Al Jews 
are responsible for one another,’’ then it is high time that he did soe. 

In one thing I am in complete agreement with Mr. Nathan. I. too, 
sincerely wish that the *‘ Manchester Beth Din will confine their activities 
to their accepted sphere.’

ERNEST BLOCH’S LATEST WORK. 

It is perhaps significant that Ernest Bloc h's latest, and in some 
ways his most ambitions, work, the “Avodath Hakodesh” for 
baritane, chorus and orchestra, was broadcast as well as performed 
in Rome on Friday evening. For 
in its larger implications an 
appeal to all humanity, its forma! 
basis is the Sabbath Morning 
Service; and it is therefore a 
challenge as well as an appeal to 
the world outside Jewry, a claim 
that Jewry has something to give 
the world as well as share in 
common with the world. And it is 
striking to nete how universal the 
Jewish prayers and psalms, of 
humiliation and despatr, of thanks 
giving and hope and praise, once 
as Bloch treats them 
It is as though the composer were 
saying tothe world, and especially 
to the Christian world: “the 
Jewish faith is a universal, all 
embracing faith and, reject and 
despise Us as you mnay, you cannot 
but accept our faith because it ts 
all-comprehending.” What Bloch 
has done in essence .is to write 
music forthe prayers and psalmsof 
the Sabbath Service, getting away 
from the present-day tradition in Jewish music, and writing in a free 
adaptation of fundamentally Gregorian mode. Only once was the 
characteristic Jewish minor third cadence noticeable in the work,and 
only once—but that, be it noted with all its implications, the Adon 
Olam—has he used a traditional Jewish melody. So thet While the 
formal structure is very Jewish, the melodic outline is, like the words 
themselves, of much wider significance, of more universal eloquence. 
If l am asked whether there is anything essentially Jewish in the 
work at all in its musical aspect, | must answer that it lies in the 
tremendously rhapsodic, fervent, highly emotional religious spirit 
which dominates the whole work from beginning to end. It evokes 
a mood of highest exaltation, such exaltation as the religious Jew 
lives in almost instinctively and naturally; it raises the human 
soul to the realm’of intense beatification. It is impossible not to 
be moved profoundly by this dee ply sincere declaration of faith-of 
Jewry's greatest living composer, who in “ Avodath Hakodesh ” has 
revealed the Jewish spirit-as a microcosm of all humanity. 


Philharmonic Chamber Music. 

The enterprise of the Royal Philharmonic Society in entering 
upon a series of Chamber Concerts, or at least in sponsoring such a 
series, is so much to be commended, and, one would have thought, 
would have been so appreciated by the music public that one 
expected the first of the series, given on Thursday last at the 
Holian Hall, to be packed out. It was not; but perhaps the news 
of the good thing will have spread sufficiently by the next concert. 
Perhaps the programme was not exciting enough: a Mozart trio, a 
sonata for violin and pianforte by Frank Bridge (first performance, 
this) and Faure’s Quartet op. 15. But, after all, there were four first 
rate artists in Brosa, Harold Samuel, and Rubensand Mannuecci, two 
members of the Brosa String Quartet. And surely fine playing in 
fine work isan attraction to the most exacting! Frank Bridge's 
sonata was the weakest point in the programme, and it was weak 
with this composer's old weakness, of seeking to produce © different 
music on comparatively small original bases.
